.All indications are that the nomination for the top 
Democratic spot is sewed u p by Vice President Hu bert 
Hu mphrey . Bu t as did Richard Nix on and the Repu blicans, 
Hu mphrey and the Democrats will hav e their problems. 
★ 
For one thing , the Democrats seem to be ev en more 
split than the Repu blicans. Certainly , this is tru e of the 
Nebrask a deleg ation, with some 10 deleg ates still u ncom­ 
mitted, three for Sen. Georg e McGov ern of Sou th Dak ot.a, 
fiv e for Sen. Eu g ene McCarthy of Minnesota and 12 for 
Hu mphrey . 
When the actu al v oting time comes, the deleg ation is 
ex pected to shift more heav ily to Hu mphrey bu t thing s 
cou ld u pset that The ou tcome of platform and credentials 
fig hts will determine the temper of the deleg ation and, 
thu s, influ ence the v oting . 
If McCarthy mak es a complete fig ht for the nomination, 
the Nebrask a deleg ation Is one that cou ld be wooed. This 
wou ld be in contrast to thing s in Miami when the Nebrask a 
conting ent was so tig htly held by Nix on that it receiv ed 
relativ ely little notice. 
What is tru e of Nebrask a will be tru e of seg ments 
of the conv ention in g eneral bu t Hu mphrey is still believ ed 
to hav e the u pper hand. What he lack s, probably , is the 
control ov er dissident g rou ps that Nix on was able to forg e 
so su ccessfu lly . 
★ 
An ev en g reater stru g g le for the party and Hu mphrey 
than u nity will be a platform and an imag e that appeal 
to v oters. It seems essential that the party and its nominee 
g iv e to v oter.s an impression of something new. 
It cannot simply rely on the record of the Johnson 
administration, howev er g ood or bad that record mig ht be 
in fact. Domestic trou bles and international tu rmoil hav e 
the American people u pset and they are look ing for some 
alternativ es to past methods and prog rams. 
Bu t there are a lot of party faithfu l for the Democrats 
to consider, too. These are the reg istered Democrats and 
work ers who wou ld tu rn ou t and work for the party and 
v ote for it with g reat reg u larity . 
There is a lot of loy alty in these rank s to President 
Johnson. Johnson simply is still a political force to he 
reck oned with and a conv ention which, in philosophy , tu rned 
its back u pon an incu mbent administration wou ld certainly 
hav e its problems. 
★ 
Thu s, it wou ld seem that Democrats in Chicag o hav e 
a thin line to walk , Ju st as did the Repu blicans in Miami 
as they tried to tie tog ether a pack ag e that satisfied the 
deleg ates and appealed to the v oters. 
They were q u ite su ccessfu l in satisfy ing most deleg ates 
bu t whether they satisfied enou g h v oters will be determined 
in Nov ember. At this point, polls indicate a v ictory for 
Nix on in Nov ember. 
Undou btedly , the sentiment of people will hav e to be 
sampled ag ain after the Democratic conv ention is ov er to 
g ain a tru e pictu re of v oter sentiment as we enter the 
stretch driv e of the election. Bu t Democrats and others 
who thou g ht a Nix on nomination was a su re Hu mphrey 
v ictory hav e another thou g ht coming . 
And the Democrats face the challeng e this week in 
a city where all k inds of hostile happening s are ex pected. 
If the conv ention itself g ets du ll, there cou ld be more than 
enou g h g oing on elsewhere to pick u p the slack .

CHICAGO — Look ing ov er 
past colu mns written abou t 
Hu mphrey , 
it’s 
easy 
to 
u nderstand how he g ot to his 
present hig h position. Bu t 
it’s also easy to u nderstand 
why the y ou thfu l followers 
of Gene McCarthy hav e no 
conception 
of Hu mphrey ’s 
record.

to

Twenty

Lik e Kilroy , h ow e v e r , 
Hu mphrey was there first. 
And he stay ed there, pitch­ 
ing continu ou sly .

Another Form Of Anarchy 


Americans 
in 
g eneral 
deplore 
the 
v iolence in the streets and sometimes on 
the campu ses that so disru pted ou r national 
scene in recent y ears. Bu t they seem to 
approv e, at other times, of another k ind 
of anarchy cloak ed in the lang u ag e of the 
parlor. 
Su ch an anarchy wou ld be the produ ct 
of Rep. Robert Denney ’s su g g estion that 
the Constitu tion be amended to limit federal 
ju dg es to a 10-y ear term. It wou ld be an 
anarchy fou nded in a ju dicial sy stem riddl­ 
ed with political fav oritism and second-rate 
ju dg es. 
We hope that Representativ e Denney 
ju st wasn’t think ing v ery well the day he 
made this su g g estion. He said it shou ld 
be the job of a ju dg e to interpret the 
Constitu tion and statu tes, not leg islate. And 
it shou ld be Denney ’s job to leg islate, not 
seek to adju dicate, we mig ht add. 


What bothers the cong ressman, really , 
is that he ju st doesn’t ag ree with the 
decisions the cou rts hav e made. Bu t to 
chang e the ju dicial sy stem becau se of this, 
especially in the manner su g g ested by 
Denney , wou ld be disaster for the nation. 
The real point is that the cou rts hav e 
to protect ev ery one, not ju st those who 
are considered to be “decent, law-abiding 
citizens.” When the cou rts u phold the law 
and it benefits someone accu sed of a crime, 
that has to be accepted in the same manner 
y ou wou ld accept a cou rt decision u pholding 
y ou r rig ht to petition the g ov ernment or 
v ote on election day . 
To limit ju dicial terms to 10 y ears 
v y ou ld open the bench to the blatant prac­ 
tice of politics.

The cru cial problem is to hav e both 
law and order and ju stice. And it is tru e, 
althou g h Ru k ey ser denies it, that some 
people say “law and order” when, in fact, 
they mean “k eep the Neg roes in their 
place.” 
In Ru k ey ser’s own words, “Civ ic v irtu e 
at election time consists of more than 
v oting one’s own appetites. It implies a 
capacity to pu t broad patriotism ahead of 
special benefits to indiv idu als or blocs.”

Kremlin Decision On Czechoslovakia 


Was A Hasty One And Born Of Fear 


NEW YORK - In the 
short ru n, the ou tlook for the 
Czechs is v ery bleak , bu t in 
the long ru n, the ou tlook for 
the Sov iet Union and its 
political 
sy stem 
is 
ev en 
worse. 
The 
men 
in 
the 
Kremlin 
can 
bu lly 
a nd 
betray an 
ally , 
bu t this 
sq u alid bu siness in Prag u e 
is not a 
sig n 
of Sov iet 
streng th 
bu t 
a 
dramatic 
confession 
of 
moral

There is nothing new in 
the Sov iet habit of treating 
hu man

as 
thing s. 
They established the state on 
the totalitarian principle that 


the people were the mere 
instru ments of power and 
ambition.

They will control the 
press and mu ffle dissent in 
du e cou rse, bu t the decay 
of decency and the defiance 
of g ood faith are so plain 
that ev en the commu nists 
elsewhere in the world are 
div ided and dejected.
